The Examiner acknowledges receipt of the amendment filed 1 /1 2/04 wherein the 
specification and claims 20, 22, 28, and 42 were amended. In addition, the Examiner 
acknowledges the supplemental amendment filed 9/17/04 wherein the specification was 
amended.

2. The Applicant's arguments filed 1/12/04 to the rejection of claims 1-7, 9, 38, 39, 
47-63, 65, and 66 made by the Examiner under 35 USC 112 and/or double patenting 
have been fully considered and deemed persuasive-in-part for the reasons set forth 
below. 

1 12 Second Paragraph Rejection 

The 112 Rejections are WITHDRAWN for reasons of record in Applicant's 
response. 

Statutory Double Patenting Rejections 

The provisional rejection of claims 1-7, 9, 38, 39, 47-63, 65, and 66 under 35 
USC 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claims 1-5, 29, 30, and 39-59 of 
copending application number 10/213,713 is MAINTAINED. 

Note : It is duly noted that Applicant intends to address the double patenting 
rejection at which time the other claims are indicated as allowable. 
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CLAIM OBJECTIONS 

3. Claims 8, 10-37, 40-46, and 64 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Note : The claims are rejected to for reasons of record in the office action mailed 
9/10/03. 

COMMENTS/NOTES 

4. It should be noted that the restriction requirement was made FINAL in the office 
action mailed on 9/10/03 and the Examiner respectfully requested that all non-elected 
subject matter be canceled from the claims. However, it is noted that Applicant has not 
amended the claims to be consistent with that of Modified Group I, Applicant's elected 
group. Furthermore, it is noted that the restriction was modified as suggested by 
Applicant in the response filed 5/12/03, page 45. Thus, Modified Group I was examined 
because it contained Applicant's elected species. The search was not extended beyond 
the elected invention.
